"not prepared to buy peace with 
concessions which would only lead 
to further demands." 


He was replying to David Lloyd 


George, war-time prime minister, 
who had demanded speedy conclu- 
sion of an alliance with soviet Rus- 
sia, and Clement R. Attlee. leader 
of thc labor opposition, who had 
urged a clear and firm foreign pol- 
icy. 


Chamberlain declared that the 


German government itself was re- 
sponsible for a lack of faith in its 
assertion of non-aggressive inten- 
tions and added: 


Ready for Talks 


"If we could have such a renunci- 


ation (of aggressive aims), if we 
could have thc conviction that 
there was no intention of aggres- 
sion or the further use of force in 
thc relations between Germany and 
other countries, then I think we 
would not be backward in stating 
what is our view of thc lines on 
which we would discuss thc terms 
of a permanent peace.** 


Though he said Germany's de- 


mands for her war-lost colonies un- 
doubtedly would be involved In 
such a peace.-he said that ••would- 
not mean Britain "will refuse to 
discuss any method by which we 
can satisfy 
reasonable aspira- 
tions . . .-

When this agreement had its inception 


Britain had "its back to the wall." It 
was making agreements far and wide in 
order to get support that it might ovef- 
come Germany and her allies. And per- 
haps it never got as faithful and undilut- 
ed support from anyone as it secured 
from the Jews. It obtained the full con- 
sideration for the agreement from these 
scattered peoples but it is not giving what 
it agreed to give. 


Any attempt to paint the English 


purposes as purely white and charitable, 
a.stepping aside to right, a wrong that 
Has existed for 20 centuries, cannot be 
supported. England's promise to the Jews 
was to use Palestine for the Homeland, 
a territory that then belonged to Turkey. 
Even in. setting up and guarding this 
homeland Britain -was extending her do- 
minions, her power and her trade. But 
today it is not to English advantage to 
continue this agreement against the ob- 
stacles that have intervened. 


-•The Jews made Palestine bloom and 


supplanted dank and fetid odors with 
wholesome perfumes. Not only did some 
Arabs then reach out to grab what they 
never knew they had but the evidence is 
weUnigh overwhelming that Germany in- 
stigated them to oppose the British-Jewish 
agreement in order to vent their spleen 
upon the Jews and to create more spheres 
of disorder for Britain. The Arabs were 
able to attract support in many Moham- 
medan quarters which indicated to Britain 
the likelihood of creating a constant source 
of irritation among peoples, 
including 


Egypt,

power and trade.'' 


Americans would do well to read all 


the reliable messages that may be gath- 
ered upon this subject, that they can the 
better consider various aspects of our own 
foreign policies and particularly that of 
the present administration that appears to 
think neither Britain nor any other dem- 
ocracy can commit a wrong.

One can re-convince 
himself of these Indian attitudes if 
he will take time to observe a rea 
Indian of today as he sits in the 
spring sunshine beside his log cab- 
in or on the rocks below a water- 
fall fishing, or as* he poles his boat 
along the shore examining his last 
muskrat traps and sees the first 
green tips of the graceful osiers of 
the summer swamplands. 


We have found, .hitherto, 
that 


plants had several meanings to In- 
dians. They regarded certain plants 
as having nothing but remedial 
healing powers with respect to 
physical ills only, and others as 
having the potency of magic. Still 
other plants they thought of as com- 
bining all these virtues. The great 
food staples were looked upon pri- 
marily as the satisficrs of hunger. 
The Indians 
did notv it appears, 


consider these staples" as builders 
of bone and brawn so much as pro- 
viding the gratifying comfort of a 
full stomach and the epicurean de- 
lights of eating for eating's sake. 
Strength an* growth, to them, de- 
pended more upon medicine and 
magic and morals, as their idea of 
fasting proves. They seem not to 
have confused 
the 
plant signifi- 


cances and uses. Some were good to 
eat; some were good for them to 
eat though far from savory. Many 
were 'good medicine' and tasty as 
well. 


A few of the 
medicinal plants 


that are native to the .Algonquian 
habitat, that come in the spring and 
arc familiar to most people, 
cited here: 


1. Jack-m-thc-Pulpit. This plant 


is rare now and is on 


The raw root is applied to swollen 
eyes. It is also called "women's 
medicine" as it is used often during 
pregnancy and childbirth. An anti- 
septic wash is prepared from it. 


4. Slippery Elm. The slippery 


bark which most of us chewed 
with relish in the springs of our 
childhood belongs 
to 
this tree 


which has among the Indians a 
great many uses. Perhaps the chief 
of these is the use of the inner bark 
applied to draw pus from a wound. 


5. Great 
Mullen. These 
furry 


leaves which many a little girl sec- 
retly imagines are the bed coverlets 
of fairies, when dried arc smoked 
by the Indians to relieve asthma. 


6. Dwarf Willow. It is difficult to 


associate the pussy willows we look 
for as harmingers of summer, with 
old-fashioned stomach-ache. It is 
true, however, that the root of this 
plant is gathered and made into a 
remedy for colic. The root is taken 
only from such" trees as have in- 
sect galls upon them. It would be 
too long a story to tell just why the 
trees had to have these galls in or- 
der to be potent.

Three Seasons 


'Scientific 
investigations have 


shown definitely that true seasonal 
hay fever and asthma are due to the 
pollens or yellow dust-like particles 
of certain plants which are scatter- 
ed around in three principal seasons 
in this climate. Any patient may 
have symptoms in one or all of 
these periods. The first season, in 
this district,

These tests arc not painful, are car- 
ried out quickly and easily and are 
a tremendous help in showing which 
pollens arc responsible for the hay 
fever of the particular patient. No 
patient should have treatment for 
hay fever unless skin tests have 
been carried out. 


"All those substances which give 


positive skin tests should be remov- 
ed during the hay fever season. This 
simple procedure has turned many 
failures in treatment into successes. 


Painless Injections 


"The treatment of the hay fever 


patient consists chiefly of painless 
injections of preparations of 
the 


pollen to which he is sensitive. The 
injections are begun with very small i 
amounts and are increased gradu-1 
ally so that by the time the season | 
appears 
he can 
tolerate large 


amounts of pollen. These treatments 
usually are given a number of weeks 
before the season. While the results 
are better when treatment is be- 
gun before the season, injections 
during the season are frequently of 
great help. The number of injec- 


Thirteen 


tions necessarily varies with the In- 
dividual. It is exceedingly Impor- 
tant that the treatment be taken 
regularly and at the time designat- 
ed. 


"With proper treatment faithfully 


carried out the large majority of pa- 
tients arc either 
partly or com- 


pletely relieved of hay fever for the 
following season. Most patients ob- 
tain better results with each suc- 
cessive year of treatment and many 
reach a point where they are able 
to skip treatments for one or more 
seasons"

Not long ORO. Germany launch 


ed a huge battleship, the "Scharn 
horst." Its tonnage is given as 35, 
000. 


Nations have not launched many 


battleships in late years. 50 tin 
"Scharnhorst" will be an impor 
tant vessel in sea warfare whict 
may come later. It tvlll take its 
place beside German's three "pock- 
et battleships." which really are 
extra-powerful cruisers, rather 
than true battleships.

Britain put a vessel of equal size 
info the water. 
It is known as 


the "Kin? George V." and has ton- 
nage equal to' the new German 
boat. It takes the place of a dread- 
nought of the same name which 
was built 28 years ago. 


The "King George V was plan- 


ned for speed, and to meet dan- 
gers of air attack. In one. battc-y 
it has 16 suns, each with five-inch 
barrels. The main battery has 10 
guns of 14-inch caliber. 
It is the 


first British vessel 
of battleship 


size to be launched since 1925. An 
older ship, the "Hood" has a dis- 
placement of 40.000 tons. 


Germany may lead the world in 


the power of its air force, but it 
is far behind in number of battle- 
ships. Great Britain and the Uni'ed 
States lead all other 
nations in 


this field, with Japan third. France. 
Italy and Germany are nearly tied 
for fourth place. Russia is ranked 
seventh in vessels of this kind.

noughts in the American navy, we 
may take th» ''Colorado." Its trn- 
nage is 32.600. and it is 624 feet 
lone:. 


The "Colorado" has a belt of 


armor plate 18 inches thick, ard 
its main battery is made up of 
eight huge cannon. These cannon 
are called "16-inch Runs" and are 
mounted on four turrets. The tur- 
rets may remind us of the "chec«c- 
box" on the "Monitor" of Civil 
war days; the fact is »hat Erics- 
son's idea of a movable turret oas 
come down to the present day. 
Some parts of the Ericsson plan 
have been changed, but the rnsin 
invention i.« used on big war ves- 
sels of all the leading nations.
